BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 1/2 


For a lot of our residents muddy paws are par for 
the course when out and about walking along 
many of our local walking routes — especially 
given the lack of summer weather we have been 
having recently. So I thought it was about time 
that our community focus feature, focused a little 
more on our four legged friends, which is why I 
chose to interview the village’s only dog groomer 
— Kate from Fur the Love of Dogs. 


Lottie: So why don’t you start by telling me 
about your business, what is Fur the Love of 
Dogs? 

Kate: It’s a dog grooming business, and I offer a 
range of treatments from mini-grooms, and eye 
trims, to manicures and full grooms. I mainly see 
a lot of poodle breeds because, like my dog their 
hair is always needing cutting because it grows so 
quickly! But I do also get a lot of larger dogs for 
those clients who can’t fit their dogs in their 
baths, or lift them in — they can bring them to me 
and I will take care of them. I am considering 
venturing into teeth cleaning, but I haven’t quite 
got there yet! 


L: What made you decide to open your business? 
K: Well obviously I just love dogs! But it was 
mainly because when we got Evie (my dog) I was 
struggling to get her to a groomer as I work shifts 
in my other job (this 1s something which I am 
doing alongside my full time work in a gym). I 
worked a lot of various shifts 
which would mean that I could 
get Evie to the groomer but I 
couldn’t pick her up - so I 
decided it would be easier for 
me to do it myself. So I started 
looking around for quick 
courses which I could do, but 
the only one which I could find 
was at the College of West 
Anglia and it was a 2 year 
course, showing you absolutely 
everything. So when I started 
really thinking about it and how 
it would logistically work, my 
mind also then wondered about 
making our conservatory into 








my studio (as it was previously being used as a 
dumping ground), so I just decided to take the 
plunge. 


L: Do you have standard opening times? 

K: No my opening times vary as | am fitting it 
around a couple of other things, so it’s always 
best to yust send me a message and ask for 
available times. However, my plan is to wind 
down my work at the gym and build up my dog 
grooming business over the next few years so [Il 
have more availability then. 


L: And what about Covid and lockdown, did this 
interfere with anything? 

K: Yes, so in the first lockdown 
it all got a bit confusing for dog 
groomers. They initially all shut 
because everyone believed it to 
be a non-essential business, 
when actually they were 
allowed to groom one to one. 
But for a lot of salons it would 
have cost them a lot more too 
open than it was to remain 
closed. So during the first 
lockdown I was coming to the 
end of my training, and my 
neighbour Karen (from Cloud 
Nine Hair and Beauty), was 
really struggling with her dog

because his coat was so thick and he was so hot, 
so she asked me if I would be interested in 
grooming him which ended up being my first real 
customer as I was in the middle of preparing for 
my exams! But I’m glad that he was my first dog 
because he was so good and Karen was really 
happy with my work which was a huge relief! 
Following on from that, she then shared my 
number around the village and I have been going 
for just over a year now. 


L: So covid was a good thing for you? 

K: Yes for dog groomers it was actually really 
good. Our tutors actively encouraged us and said 
that if we were going to launch a business at 
home, that lockdown was the time to do it as the 
larger salons were all closed. 


L: Do you have plans to expand your business? 
K: Yes — but I don’t want to expand it in the 
sense of having employees, I just want to do it by 
myself and from home so I am able to continue to 
maintain my work-life balance and being able to 
fit this in around my other job. However, next 
year we are planning to move house and 
hopefully find a house which has a garage which 
I can then run my business out of. P’Il have more 
space and I think it will make it easier for us and 
the dogs. 


L: And will you stay in Bar Hill? 
K: Oh absolutely! 


L: How long have you lived in Bar Hill for? 

K: 14 years I think, my husband grew up here — 
I’m actually from Yorkshire, and when I met my 
husband we moved to Cambourne. When we 
were expecting our son, we decided to move into 
the village to be closer to his family and we 
haven’t left since - I love it here. 


L: What is it about the village that you like? 

K: I like that you can get everywhere without 
touching a road, and walking from one side to the 
other without touching a main road which is just 
so special. I also always thought that if you 


wanted to quarantine a village that this would be 
perfect as we only have one way in and one way 
out! It’s like we live in our own bubble and it’s 
something which you don’t find anywhere else. 


L: What do you do outside of all your jobs? 

K: Well there isn’t much time! But my son plays 
football which we enjoy watching and I’m also 
the secretary for the Bar Hill Colts even though 
my son now plays for a different team. I like 
giving back to the village and I actually really 
enjoy it. 

I also attend some of the Dave Jones fitness on 
some of the mornings — so I go too the early 
morning bootcamps. I also enjoy playing squash 
once a week — I really enjoy exercise.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLORS REPORT 


Following concern in the cycling community and 
elsewhere the County Council commissioned an 
independent safety and risk assessment of the 
current layout of the barriers at both ends of the 
Bar Hill bridge. In relation to the chicanes in Bar 
Hill the conclusion was that they are not safe for 
cyclists and limit accessibility (for those using 
wheelchairs or on ‘cargo’ bikes) and therefore 
should be replaced with removable bollards 
(which were part of the original design). 


The Highways and Transportation Committee 
meeting on 27 July 2021 will review (and 
potentially approve) this change. 


This is a major vindication of the cycling 
campaigners who maintained that the chicanes 
were not safe — and they were right! 


Additionally, the local cycling and walking 
infrastructure plan for Cambridgeshire 
consultation has closed. The results should be 
made available after the summer. For Bar Hill 
suggestions included improving the spine routes, 
making the bridleway between Bar Hill and the 
top of the High Street in Dry Drayton better 
linked, and of course improving the cycling and 
walking opportunities around the ring road. 


There has also been a response from Highways 
England, who have broken their silence to admit 
some background information. 


Their position is that: 


¢ The Al4 Development Consent Order (DCO) 
in 2016 did not have any information about 
this crossing, but it did indicate there was a 
bridleway, and so they argue that the inference 
could have been made that a crossing would be 
needed 

¢ The road had to narrow in order to make a 
reasonable crossing for horses 

¢ There will be reduced pressure on traffic and 
less congestion due to a reconfiguration of the 
roundabout (which will be monitored, to make 
sure this is true) 


¢ The design was approved by the County 
Council, which will adopt the scheme once it is 
completed and handed over 

¢ Neither Highways England nor County 
Council officers felt the need to mention these 
works to local representatives (parish, district 
or county councillors) 

¢ They concede that with hindsight they should 
have held a proper information event, to 
inform local residents and elected members, 
but did not do so as they did not realise it 
would cause the concern that it did 


So it seems that this crossing has been installed 
lawfully, the communication and engagement 
should have been better, concerns about traffic 
volumes have been taken into account and the 
position will continue to be monitored, to validate 
the assumptions made. 


If their assumptions about traffic congestion 
turn out to be wrong, I will campaign to get 
the crossing changed.

17 months ago, the Covid-19 Support Scheme 
was born, with a simple aim of supporting 
anybody in our village who needed help with 
collecting prescriptions, shopping for those who 
were clinically extremely vulnerable, the 
provision of advice from an experienced advisor 
with Citizens Advice, access to our own village 
foodbank as well as access to mental health 
support. 


Together with a large group of village volunteers 
and the generosity of spirit characterised by our 
wonderful community, we have delivered 
hundreds of food parcels, advice, prescriptions, 
shopping and a listening ear to those asking for 
help. 


As we cautiously (or perhaps not so cautiously) 
emerge from our unusual sense of isolation 
triggered by the global pandemic and start to 
tread tentatively back into the society, boosted by 
the vaccines and encouraged by scientists and 
politicians alike, the Core Group have started to 
think about the so often overused modernism, 
'legacy'. Will the Covid-19 Support Group have 
such a thing (legacy), in fact should any of the 
service elements it has provided continue within 
our new found freedoms or not? Well having 
taken the most rudimentary soundings from our 
community, largely via our Community Face 
Page members, there appears to be an appetite for 
a face to face coming together of our community, 
a continuation of at least some of the Covid-19 
Support Scheme elements and a willingness to 
step up and volunteer a little bit of time and 
energy which 1s always the magic elixir that 
enables any community to thrive. 


Around Autumn time 2021, we intend to 
transition the Covid-19 Support Scheme into the 
Community Hub, with a vision that it 1s quite 
literally "in the community, by the community, 
for the community!". 


In summary, every Monday morning from the 
launch date which 1s yet to be agreed, the 
Community Hub hopes to offer, within the 
church Octagon buildings, between 9.30am and 
11.30am, a meeting place for our entire 
community offering; 


- The Coffee Stop - for a cuppa and a chat and 
perhaps a piece of cake or two! 


- Foodbank - the village face to face foodbank, 
where if you are struggling to put food on the 
table you can simply turn up, have a chat, in the 
strictest confidence and we'll be happy to help 
support you through your challenging time. You 
DO NOT need any sort of foodbank voucher, just 
the courage to turn up and quietly ask for help. 
We'll have a confidential area where either 
myself or Yvonne, my wife, will be only too 
happy to help you. 


- Citizens Advice - a formal Citizens Advice 
satellite bureau will be included each week, 
where once again, you can just turn up and talk to 
a qualified and experienced advisor. Whether it's 
help with benefits, debts, immigration, legal 
matters, employment, housing, you name it, 
we've probably come across it and can support 
you and point you in the right direction. During 
the last 17 months the Support Scheme with 
Kevin providing professional advice, has 
provided over 600 pieces of advice 1n response to 
requests from within our community, so we know 
there is a need and we are determined to provide 
the support and advice that you need, when you 
need it. 


- Mental Health Support - We have 2 trained 
Mental Health First Aiders, both of whom will be 
available to offer a listening, empathetic and non 
judgemental listening ear. You will just need to 
take a deep breathe and summon the courage to 
walk in and tell us you'd like to have a chat. 


- Parish Council Surgery - Once a

So, Monday's 9.30am to 11.30am, a cuppa and a

BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 


A Spotlight on “The Olive Tree 
Bereavement Group” 

Around 6 years ago, Chris and I embarked on a 
course of bereavement training run by the 
national organisation CRUSE. It was a 
commitment of 2 years with regular training, 
assessment, visits to clients and supervision. 
Following the training and some regular client 
visits within Cambridge, we became aware of the 
lack of bereavement help available in villages 
north of Cambridge which included Bar Hill. We 
met with our minister Charles (also CRUSE 
trained) and did much research into models of 
Bereavement Support around the country both 
secular and church responses and how they were 
operating. From this we decided on a mode of 
working which may be of help to our village 
community and for the individuals already 
struggling to come to terms with losing loved 
ones. 


We started with a few people known to us who 
needed a supportive environment to come to 
terms with their losses. The group gradually 
grew. Four of us have completed the CRUSE 
training and some others support the work in 
practical terms in our monthly meetings. The 
group has grown and also some have felt ready to 
move on. 


It feels like a good time to explain our purpose 
and method of working to the wider community 
to dispel any myths about the group and its 
members. Much of what we do is done in 
confidence to protect and respect our members 
very private and painful experiences. The group 
is based on this trust and respect. To explain what 
the group does and how it works requires a 
deeper look at the grieving process. 


The group 1s run to support anyone in this area 
(Bar Hill and beyond), who have suffered a 
bereavement whether very recent or longer ago.

The nature of bereavement Is coming to terms 
with a devastating change that affects every 
aspect of a person’s life. Every routine and 
activity that has been shared, has to be re-learned 
as a solo pursuit. Certain objects and events will 
trigger memories and the pain of loss can strike 
unexpectedly at any time and even after a long 
period of time. 


Members of our group appreciate that they can 
say and share anything related to grief and others 
will understand. Examples of painful memories 
and experiences will resonate with others. For 
most being able to relay the pain 1s therapeutic 
particularly if others understand and have had to 
deal with similar experiences. 


We continue to try by various activities and 
approaches in our meetings to find ways of 
understanding and coming to terms with loss. 
Listening is a large part of what we do. 
Occasional shared social events and outings 
together give the “newly singled “people a 
chance to dare to become a “social being” again 
with trusted much needed company. 


Through the group, friendships and contacts are 
made with others who understand and can offer 
support. If you or someone you know are 
suffering the loss and trauma of bereavement, we 
are here and happy to offer help. As well as our 
monthly meetings, there is opportunity for 1:1 
support which is offered in complete confidence. 


We are always happy to talk about what we are 
doing and will answer any general questions.

Vaccine effectiveness in clinical risk groups 
On 9 July Public Health England (PHE) 
published the results of a study which found that 
COVID-19 vaccines are highly effective in 
clinical risk groups. The study found that the 
vaccines used in the UK were as effective at 
preventing symptomatic disease in the majority of 
people with underlying health conditions as the 
rest of the population. The study, which included 
more than one million people in at-risk groups, 
found that: 


¢ overall vaccine effectiveness against 
symptomatic disease 1n risk groups 1s 
approximately 60% after one dose of either 


AstraZeneca or Pfizer-BioNTech, with little 
variation by age 

e after two doses, vaccine effectiveness is 81% 
with AstraZeneca in people in risk groups aged 
16 to 64 

¢ in people in risk groups aged 65 and over, 
vaccine effectiveness with Pfizer-BioNTech 1s 
89% and 80% with AstraZeneca 

¢ for those who are immunosuppressed, vaccine 
effectiveness after a second dose is 74%, with 
similar protection to those who are not in a risk 
group. This rises from 4% after a first dose

step 4 of the Roadmap. This guidance reflects the 
measures different types of workplaces should 
follow when England moves to step 4 on 19 July, 
and has been published to inform planning and 
business operations. It includes a number of 
guides which cover a range of different types of 
work including construction, shops, restaurants 
and offices. Organisations may need to use more 
than one of these guides as they think through 
what they need to do to keep people safe.

We’ ve looked at the psychology around why people fall victims to scams, to help people protect 
themselves against the huge number of scams that are happening every day. 


We also know that victims of scams often report that in hindsight they felt something wasn’t quite right 
at the time. We are raising awareness of the tactics scammers use, and encouraging you to ‘stop and 
think’ 1f something doesn’t FEEL, SEEM, LOOK or SOUND right, allowing time to trust your gut 
instinct and help prevent you from becoming a scam victim. 


We’ ve identified 5 tactics that scammers use to hook people in, helping you stay one step ahead and 
protect yourself and loved ones against the increasing variety of scams that are happening every day: 


¢ RECIPROCITY - They imply they’re doing you a favour 

¢ SOCIAL PROOF - They indicate everyone else is doing this 

¢ URGENCY - They say your only chance is to act now 

¢ CONNECTION - They act like they’re similar to you so you like them and want to please them 
¢ COMMITMENT - They ask you to do one little thing which makes you do more 


Any of us can be caught out by scammers. They deliberately target 
our better natures and use psychological tactics, like being overly 
friendly or pretending to do you a favour, making you a limited- 
time offer, telling you everyone else has done something or 
trapping you into doing little tasks for them. If you sense 
something’s not quite right, give a clear, firm “no”. Politeness and 
fear of offence can make us more vulnerable — so we want to tell 
people it’s ok to be firm in telling scammers you are not interested.

SCAM 


Undelivered Parcel Scams Continue 
Whilst we have warned about undelivered parcel 
scams several times in the past few months and 
there have been a number of recent arrests for 
these crimes, these scams continue to be 
commonplace and take many different guises 
which could easily dupe someone who isn't in the 
know. So please be on your guard and warn 
others to be so too. 


These scams involve a text message or e-mail 
claiming to be from a parcel delivery company 
such as Royal Mail, DPD, Hermes, or others. The 
message will state that a parcel delivery was 
unsuccessful or that the postage paid was 
insufficient and therefore you must pay a fee in 
order to receive the package. There is always a 
link provided to input payment details - that link 
is designed to steal your information. 


For example; 


Royal Mail: Your parcel has a £2.99 
unpaid shipping fee. Pay this now at 
httpos://royalmailuk-deliveryfees.com 
otherwise your parcel will be 
returned to sender. 





In some cases the scam involves an exorbitant fee 
being taken at the point someone provides their 
payment details (and not just the small fee 
claimed in the original message). In other cases a 
phone call will follow, purporting to be the 
victim's bank (after all, in the case of a fake text, 
the scammer already has their victim's number 
and, if they input payment details in the 
hyperlink, the scammer gains their banking 
details too). The caller sounds official; explaining 
that they can see payment details were provided 
to a fraudulent site and therefore the victim must 
transfer their money to a 'safe' account. Some 
people have lost all their savings by being conned 
into making a bank transfer in this way. 


In most cases these scam texts come from a 
mobile number which should be a red flag that it 


might not be genuine - but don't forget that 
scammers can 'spoof' numbers to appear the same 
as the number of the organisation they are 
copying. So if you have a genuine message from 
Hermes in your phone messages and a new 
message comes in and appears in the same 
conversation 'thread' on your phone, this doesn't 
mean it's a genuine Hermes message as the 
scammer could have spoofed Hermes's number. 
Our simple message 1s a parcel delivery company 
would not ask you to pay a redelivery or unpaid 
shipping fee online so do not click on any links 
inviting or instructing you to do so. 


In the case of e-mails it 1s often helpful to hover 
over or click on the sender's name to see their 
true e-mail address. The same message applies as 
above - a parcel delivery company would not ask 
you to pay a fee online so do not click on any 
links inviting or instructing you to do so.

Creating a safer 
Cambridgeshire 


There 1s usually a notable correlation each year 
between when we get the warmer months and 
opportunistic burglaries where windows and 
doors have been left open. 


Our advice is to make sure windows are closed 
fully when leaving your home or even when you 
are in your garden (if you are fortunate enough to 
have one!) and make sure your front door 1s 
locked. 


Also, homes without basic security features are 
five times more likely to be burgled than homes 
with security, therefore our advice is to put in 
place simple yet effective, precautionary 
measures to reduce the chances of becoming a 
victim of burglary. 


Security measures that can be taken are: 


e installing a visible burglar alarm 

¢ having good outdoor lighting or motion 
sensing security lights 

¢ locking doors, windows, side gates and 
outbuildings when you leave your house, even 
if you’re just out in the garden 

¢ keeping vehicle keys out of sight and away 
from letterboxes 

¢ keeping ladders and tools stored away 


Please be vigilant and report any concerns about 
suspicious activity to us — even if you think it 
may be nothing, it could help us prevent a 
burglary or catch those responsible.

Many thanks for your responses to the 
consultation on the A14 upgrade refund 
monies of £18,223. We received 103 
responses, with a wide range of ideas and 
potential projects. These have been checked 
and counted by Mr Bob Wells, as a resident 
unconnected to the Parish Council. A full, 
anonymised copy of all the responses will be 
published on the Parish Council website on 
2 August, along with the Clerk’s report on the 
consultation as submitted to the council. 


The top ten projects in order were: 1 Skate 
Park, 2 Perimeter Road Path, 3 Play area 
improvements/install a Zip Wire, 4 Something 
for teens, 5 New benches, 6 Pathways 
repaired/resurfaced, 7 Outdoor exercise 
equipment for all ages, 8 Replace/refurbish 
the Scout Hut, 9 Community Orchard, 10 
Memorial Garden seat replacement. 


The Council will have received the results at 
their full meeting on 22 July 2021, and will 
then consider over the summer recess how to 
allocate the monies between the issues raised 
that the Parish Council is able to contribute 
to. It is hoped to spread the monies across as 
many of your ideas as possible to benefit the 
whole community. Some of your requests are 
issues that the County Council are 
responsible for. We will share this information 
with Councillor Edna Murphy and ask that 
they be raised on your behalf. We will keep 
you posted with how the final amounts are to 
be allocated over the next few months.

The Ox-Cam Property Flood Resilience (PFR) 
Pathfinder Project, which aims to increase the 
effective uptake and awareness of property flood 
resilience measures in homes and businesses, 
across seven local authority that cover the 
Oxfordshire-Cambridgeshire arc region. 


We are one of three national DEFRA pathfinder
